The Remains of Gen. Grant 
Conveyed to the Tomb, 


The Nation’s Sad Farewell to Its 
Illustrious Citizen. 


A Magnificent. and Imposing 
7 Funeral Pageant. 


Closing Soenes at the City Hall 
Thousands of People on the Route 
of the Procession—Mingling of the 
Blue and Gray in the Universal Grief 
—The Start and Progress of the Pro- 
cession—The Services at the Tomb. 


New Ton, August 8.—Chief of Police Murray at 
1 o'clock this morning was in command of men and 
affairs at the City Hall At that hour the Iron 
gates were about to de closed when he observed 
that there were 500 or 1,000 people yet waiting at 
the foot of the steps and across to the piazza. “Let 
them come in,” commaaded the Superintendent to 
the officers, who, at the command had out off the 
people. Apd then followed ten minutes of most 
expeditious hustling of human beings that has 
probably been known since the Emancipation proc. 
jamation. The material was composed entirely of 
men, and lusty policemen supplemented their ad- 
monitions ef haste with exceedingly effective per- 
suasion of a muscular character. Men and boys 
were shot through the City Hall with such celerity 
as will render the occasion to them doubly memo. 
able. Tho last person had at last crossed the well- 
worn threshold and 

THE IRON GATES CLANGED SHUT. 

The public had taken its leave of the dead General. 
Officers of the Seventy-first Ragiment were on duty 
and the usual detail of Grant Post was present as 
immediate bodyguard, while the Loyal Lezion was 
represented by one ofits members, who stood at 
the head of the casket. One of Wheeler Post of 
Saratoga, which first meunted a guard detail about 
the mountain cottage the day of Gen. Grant's 
death, was also present. The last ot the general 
public had shuffled away through the dlack draped 
c-rridorsand out of the building, The bour was 
1:18 4. m. None but the police and guards and all- 
night reporters were present when the undertakers 
took charge of the remains. “Any here who now 
desire to view the body will step forward at once,” 
said the undertaker, and his voice echoed through 
the dark, still cormdors. 

All present passed by the casket and the lying in 
state of the ex-Prcsident had ended. Undertaker 
Merritt then brushed the glass pilates above the 
body and drew from their places the two lids 
which cover the casket. The four screwsin each 
were turned down, and the face or the dead had 
been closed forever from view unless there 
shall, in the future, come from the 
family a request to remove the 
lids, Then the dead was left in care of the guards,

within the cloSed iron gates and beneath the black 
drapery. The night wore on and the gray of day- 
light was creeping up the East. The still air of the 
tomb-like corridors became heavy with the perfume 


of withering flowers near the dead. A huge piece, 
“The Gates Ajar,” hada place at the head of the 
casket and the sweet smell of the lilies was borne 
down to these who stood and watched. Great horse- 
shoes of red and yellow rosebuds added their 
fragrance, and a cross and crown from Mayor F. 
C. Latrobe of Baltimore, sent out as ita quota to 
the heavy perfume that settled on the sepulchral 
air, P 
A TENDER TRIBUTE. 

But there was one tribute tat bore no fragrance, 
except such as as will come tenderly to the family 
of the dead. It bore no perfume save that which 
lives in ite memories. This teken was a plain 
wreath of oak leaves pioned together with stems 
of oak leaves, and framed in the shape of a 
letter G.“ Tue leaves grew on the 
oaks in the forests of Mount McGregor, and flut- 
tered in the mountain breezes while Gen. Grant 
was dying. Andthe afternoon of Thursday—the 
day he died—little Julia, his grand daughter, and 
little Josie, Dr. Dougias’.child, had gathered the 
oak leaves in the mountain roads. Then, as the 
children prattled, they knit with innocent fingers 
and loving hearts the wreath of oak leaves that is 
to-day the only tribute that touches the 
General's casket, The little ones, their 
Offering finished, bad taken it to Ool 
Graut, whose eyes filled when his daughter 
said: “Papa, Josie and I made this for grandpa, 
and please won't you give it to him?” The Colonel! 
placed the oaken wreath on the casket, and there 
it rested in Albany and still remains as the ohil- 
dren‘s offering.

THE SERVICES AT THE TOMB. 

New Yor, August 8.—The head of the column 
reached the tomb a few minutes before 1:30, and 
soon after its arrival the ceremonies began. 
The religious services were preceded 
by the ritual service of the G. A. 
R., which was conducted by a detail of fifteen 
comrades from the Geo. G. Meade Post No. 1, Phil- 
adelphia. This service occupied about ten 
minutes, and was followed by the 
service . of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Rev. Dr. Newman and Bishop 
Harris officiated. The service consisted of the 
usual prayers for the dead and at their 
conclusion the members of the fam- 
ily withdrew. The casket was then 
inclosed in its cedar shell, and all the details of sealj 
ing the box and riveting the steel case 
within the vault were quickly completed. 
Then the undertakers and others withdrew, 
and details of the First Division, N. G. A N. L., and 
ok the United States battery fired three volleys and 
salvos ever the grave. 


THOUSANDS OF SIGHT-SEERS. 


The Animated Scenes on Broadway and 
Scramble to View the Procession. 

New Tonk, Avast d —All night long carpenters 
with saw and hammer were busy in Broad- 
way, and when, this morning, the sun 
climbed up out of the sea and shed its 
brilliant light on the dark corners and all eyes of 
the city, it revealed the presence of hundreds of 
hastily erected reviewing stands, from which the 
procession could be seen, at prices ranging all the 
way from $1 to $10 a head. The decorators, too, 
had not been idle. Onthefront of many a great 
warehouse were displayed emblems of mourning 
which were not there the night before. The review- 
ing stands were located in all sorts of places. 

Nearly every empty stand along the route had 
been gobbled up by the spectators. Some of these 
were rented outright, while others contained num- 
bers of seats, to be had atthe small sum of $5 
each.

AN ANIMATED SPECTACLE.

Bronzed faces from the country, white 
faces from the city counting-rooms and offices. and 
dirty faces from the tenement districts were in the 
crowd. Rich and poor, rogue and rascal, dignita- 
ries and nonentities jostled each other on the curb- 
stones and sidewaiks. Everybody seemed to be 
good natured, and took the :

THE RAILROAD TAX MUDDLE. 

The statement recently put forth by Secre- 
tary MoGrarH andthe unanimous report of 
the Gunn Committee to the last Legislature in 
regard tothe record of railroad assessments 
by the State Board of Equalization, do not 
differ materially asto anything except the 
meaning and effect of the Board’s action in 
1882 and after. | 

Both agree that there was no valid assess- 
ment or collection of railroad taxes in and for 
1871, the law being purposely or accidentally 
such a muddle of dates that the courte knocked 
its operation clear out. 

Both agree that the railroad property owned 
in 1872 was assessed that year for the taxes col- 
lectable that year. 

Both agree that, owing to more muddled al- 
terations in the law, there was no assessment 
made in 1873, and that the assessments made in 
1874 and annually thereafter were made on the 
railroad property owned in the preceding 
year in each case, until 1882; that of 1874 being 
on the property owned in 1873 and that of 1881 
being on the property owned in 1880. 

It is obvious that this postponement of the 
assessment to the following year was a post- 
ponement of the railroad tax collections for 
one year. 

Secretary MoGRATR admits that from 1876, 
when he first became a member of the Board, 
through all the years of PLS administra- 
tration, and until the second year of CRITTEN- 
DEN’s administration, it was the invariable 
custom of the Board to set forth in the assess- 
ment that it was on property owned at a cer- 
tain date in the preceding year, and for the tax 
levy of the preceding year. The assessment 
made in 1881 accordingly set forth that it was 
on the property of 1880 and for the tax levy of 
1880. 

Secretary McGratH admits that the next 
assessment, made the next year, in 1882, was 
distinctly set forth as on the property held in 
1881, but for the tax levy of 1882, thus omitting 
any assessment for the tax levy of 1881, and 
that the subsequent assessments have been set 
forth as on the property of the preceding year, 
with no specification as to the date of the tax 
levy. 

It is in regard to the purport and effect of 
this uncalled-for and remarkabie action by the 
Board that a controversy exists. 

The unanimous report of the Gunn Commit- 
tee, received by the last Legislature with only 
one negative vote, asserts that the assessments 
from 1882 on were Ly the action of the Boaru in 
1882 made assessments for the taxes of the cur- 
rent year in each case, and that this shoving 
of railroad tax dates one year ahead of time, 
amounted practically to an omission of the 
railroad tax levy for 1881. In sup- 
port of this ‘view the Gunn Com- 
mittee produced certificates from a long 
list of the clerks of counties through which 
railroads run that no assessment of railroad 
property for the tax levy of 1881 had been for- 
warded tothem.

Auditor WaLKkEeR, a member of the State 


‘Board, as admitting that no assessment for the 
tax levy of 1881 had been made by the Board 
or certified to the County Clerks. 

Secretary MoGrartu, however, contends that 
the strange action of the Board in 1882 and sub- 
sequently was without any legal effect on the 
tax levy or the tax liabilities of the railroads; 
that, in spite of the fact that the assessment 
made in 1882 was on its face an assesament for 
the tax levy of that year, it was as much an 
assessment for the tax levy of 1881 as the 
assessment of 1881 was for the tax levy of 1880. 
Here is his exposition and explanation of that 
rather queer chapter in the history of the 
Board: 

The law does not require this Board to say or, 
state the year or years the assessment is made for, 
or when the taxes a. e to be levied or collected. 
The law simpiy requires it to meet at stated times 
and assess the railroads on the property owned and 
controlled by them at certain other stated times. 
The Board of 1872 impliedly assessed for the year 
1872; the Board which met in i874 simply said in its 
record that the assessment was on the property 
owned by the railroads in August, 1878, without 
sta ting for which year the tax was to be levied and 
collected thereon; the Board of 1875 did likewise 
simply assessed the property owned in August. 
1874. The Boards which met in the years 1876, 1877, 
1878, 1879, 1880 and 1881, while the records thereof 
set out plainly the assessed property correctly and 
the year, assumed in the table headings to set out 
the years for which the tax should be levied and 
coliected. The Board of 1882, in the tabies, says 
the assessment is on the values ef 1881, and for 
the taxes of 1882; the Board of 1888, in the tables, 
says the assessment ison the values of 1882, and, 
like the boards of 1874 and 1875, makes no reference 
to the year for which the ta is to be levied and 
collected; the same is the course of the Board of 
1884. In the record ef the proceedings of all the 
Boards, outside of the table headings, which are 
liable to mislead, and have done so, no reference is 
made to the tax. This, like any other fact, is reg- 
ulated between the State Auditor and the County 
Courts and County Cierks. This Board has no con- 
trol over it or directions to give in the matter under 
the law. It may assume to suggest, but suggest- 

ions in such cases without authority of law are, of 
course, only assumptive and useless, and bind no 
person or officer. 

This does not tell us that any wrong or hard- 
ship had resulted from the specification of tax- 
dates by the Board from 1875 to 1880, inclusive, 
or that there was any law against it, It does 
not tell us why or for what purpose the Board 
broke the continuity of its record with a dis- 
tinotly false statement of the tax-date in 1882, 
and thereafter left that false entry uncorrected 
and uncontradicted. It seems that the Legisla- 
ture had not injected as many date muddles in- 
to railroad taxation as the State Board wanted 
there, and it undertook a little nnn. 
on its own account. .

EUROPEAN NOTES. 


The mest interesting event of the past week in 
England, for Americans at least, has been the 
Grant memorial services in Westminister Abbey. 
Taking all tne circumstances into consideration, 
no more impressive tribute could be paid any- 
where to our dead soldier and President. The 
British Pantheon is rarely, very rarely, allowed to 
be used for the post-mortem honors of a foreigner 
and the permission freely and cordially given on 
this occasion is not only a recognition of the 
merits of tie illustrious deceased, but even a 
stronger recognition of the kindred ties which bind 
together two widely separated nationalities, As 
might be expected in such a place, at such a time, 
aod under such management, everything done and 
said was in perfect taste; nothing 
jarred upon the eye or ear; all 
was simple, solemn, dign{fied—highly 
English perhaps, but English in a way which all 
persons of good taste must approve. The address 
of Canon Farrar was worthy of the subject, and of 
the Christian geotleman and scholar, whose repu 
tation as preacher and writer is so firmly establish- 
ed on both sides of the ocean. “Comparisons are 
odious," of course; but between Farrar’s address 
and Newman's sermon there is a very great differ- 
ence—and notin favor of the home production. 
One is goid, the other brass. Next to being laid in 
Westminster Abbey is the honor of having one's 
eulogy pronounced there; and the friends and ad- 
mirers of General Grant may well congratulate 
themselves upon a distinction which he himself 
could not have ventured to anticipate, and they 
could hardly have supposed would be bestowed. 
When the anti English epidemic breaks out 
among us again, lot all the afflicted 
temper their malady by remembering England's 
tribute to America’s hero, Will we do as much, or 
half as much, when Gladstone dies? 

The banquet to Cyrus W. Field last Wednesday 
evening was a graceful and well-deserved compli- 
ment to a living American, whose telegraphic en- 
terprise and achievements weuld have brought him 
atitle badhe been an Englishman, “Peace hath 
her victories no less renowned than war,” and it is 
desirable to have the Miltonian statement empha- 
sized nowand thenin the happy fashion set at 
Richmond. The Field family bave furnished a 
good deal of valuable brains to the world, in-one 
shape or another, and Cyrus, t a con- 
scious of his share of the contribution, is a suff 
ciently useful citizen to make us wish there were 
more iike him. 

The Tories have 
white elephant in Randolph Churcuill, 
and don't know exactly what to do with him. My 
Lord, however, seems to know what to do with 
himself, and just now is engaged in the congenial 
task of letting his party understand that he 
intends to lead, not follow; and that if they do not 
like his leadership, they can—help themselves.

Sir 
Onarles Dilke has again. showed his face 
in the House, but has lost all his ‘‘chipperness,” 
and is apparently very much ashamed of his sin— 
or of being caught in it. The scandal of when he 
is the masculine center is belag “hushed up;“ but 
the bushing up comes rather too late to be of ser- 
vice to the parties involved. Mr. Gladstone is billed 
for a yachting trip in the North Sea. where he hopes 
to regain his strength sufficiently to make it lively 
for the Tories in the coming campaign. The death 
of EI Mahdi has finally extinguished the Soudan 
business, so far as England is concerned; and as 
the Afghan imbroglio has had no new and impor- 
tant developments of late, foreign affairs are toler- 
ably quiet for thé present, Those of Ireland are 
particularly so, though the stockholders and de- 
positers of the Munster Bank are not in a very 
amiable mood yet. The rascally manager, Farqu- 
barson, bas, it is said, gone to Spain—and 
some of his victims would not bé sorry if the 
cholera caught him there, If he should miss that 
fate, and the Government shoud decide to bring 
him back, it is satisfactory to know—on the author- 
ity of the Admiralty’s spokesman in Parliament 
that the English Navy, though defective in 
certain respects, is moro than a match for any two 
other navies ia the world.“!

OUR SENATOR BOSSES. 


How They are Keeping Democrats Out of 
Omes. 
Washington Special to the Giope-Democrat. 

Speaking this evening of his ill success and the 
causes for it, Mr. Glover said: 

“In every other State in the Union the Seuators 
are moving for a complete and much-needed organ- 
ization of the whole service. In Missouri, the 
influence of both the Senators is obstructing the 
path of the party. According to Mr. O'Neill, they 
began their obstruction by voting agalust action as 
early as April last. Since that time neither has 
turned a hand to assist in the removal of a single 
Republican and the nomination of his successor. 
Every Democrat in Missouri seeking one of the 
important positions under the Federal Government, 
who has written to Senator Cockrell, has received 
a non-committal letter, in which the only clear 
information extended is that no changes are to be 
expected for a longtime. In regard to the Survey- 
orahip of the Port of St. Louis, though Mr. O'Neil 
has indorsed in writing Mr. John J. O’Falion of 
Jefferson County, and Mr, Clardy and myself have 
filed letters for candidates, and though Mr. Vest is 
known to be for Lancaster, still Mr. Vest and Mr. 
Cockrell have studiously refrained from iendiag 
their aid to removals, even by expressing to the 
President or Cabinet their choice for successors to 
any of these offices, The party is receiving no aid 
from them in that particular; in fact, I think I can 
show that they affirmatively obstruct removals. 
When the papers were saying that Mr. Miller, 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, was about to 
appoint the St. Louis Collector, Mr. Vest went to 
him and actually requested him not to do so. 
When Mr. Garland had read the famous instruc 
tions of Marshal Cousins, he said that if one 
Senator would name the man of his choice he 
would appoint, not necessarily that man, but a 
successor, t hen and there. 

“Telegrams were sent immediately to Mr. Vest 
at Sweet Springs, some half dosen in number, stat- 
ing the situation, and asking him to telegraph his 
choice. All the telegrams were received aud none 
were answered. Finally came a letter, which Mr. 
Clardy showed to the Attorney-General, What- 
ever was in it, it effectually defeated any appoint 
ment at all. Mr. O'Neill bas indorsed Mr. Green 
for Collector of Internal Revenue, and Mesers. 
Bland, Dawson and Clardy and myself have also 
filed written indorsements. These make all the 
parties officially interested, except the Senators, 
who have done and will do nothing. As Mr. Vest 
has obviously no interest whatever in delay, I infer 
from that circumstance, as well as from his high 
personal character, that he speaks the truth when 
he says, as he bas often said in private, in the 
press aud in letters, fiat he does not favot imme- 
diate changes, because he has promised his col- 
leagues not to do so. This policy was begun when, 
at Senator OCockroll's instance, the plan was laid in 
April and carried through dy their votes, to tie up 
the party’s hand from March until December, and 
the climax was reached here the other day. The 
President had told me that he would take up three 
of the largest offices in the Eastern Dissrict, in- 
cluding the Surveyor at St. Louis, and make the 
appointments, if the Cabinet officers interested 
were ready, They were ready. Iconveyed to 
them, at the President's direction, his request that 
the papers be sent to him. I told the correspond- 
ent of the Globe-Democrat of this at the time, and 
while we were hourly expecting the appointments 
Senator Cockrell arrived in Washington.

The Cacrafaiqae.

Grant's Residences in St. Louis. 

In the fall of 1854, tiring of lifeon the old Dent 
farm on the Gravois roid, Grant moved his family 
to the city ſuto a house on Seventh and Lynoh 
streets. The structure was an ordinary two-story 
brick house with two rooms upon each floor anda 
kitchen in the rear. Here they lived in very nice 
style, and Grant meanwhile sougut employment 
which would enable him to support the family. He 
knew very few people, and, falling in his search, 
necessity compeled him to give up his weli-fitted 
quarters and move to a more unpretentious house. 
His next -residence is still atanding and bears the 
number 1008 Barton street. It has been con v 


altered for the bettersince Grant's days. but it | 


still wears a very uninviting appearance. It was a 
frame cottage with a higa roof. Counting 
the garret chamber as a room, it might be called 
two stories hign with a room upon each floor. The 
upper story was reached by a stairway located iu a 

corner of the iower apartment. The ceilings were 

too low to permit of a tall man standing erect in 

the rooms.

The Men Who Distribute the “‘Pap’? in 
re. Missouri.

How the Postmasterships and Other 
Plums Are Obtained—Senator Cock- 
rellas a Provider for His Relatives— 
Missouri's Congressmen and Their 
Followers. ¥ 


In the course of a political harangue delivered 
somewhere in the backwoods of Missouri several 
years ago, United States Senator George G. Vest 
remarked that it was true that most babies were 
born crowing for milk, but that “the Ewings came 
into the world crying for office.’ The statement 
was doubtless suggested by the fact that almost 
every male member of the family, of age at that 
time. was luxuriating in a salary draw as an office- 
holder of Unele Sam's Government, and it ap- 
ples with equal force, for the same 
reason, at the present day. Since the 
ascendency of the new Administration, Senator 
Cockrell has demonstrated his belief in the doctrine 
that all other things being equal relatives are de- 
serving of the first consideration, and no less than 
ten of his family relations are to-day enjoying the 
fruits of the National Democratic vietory. After 
hina it cannot’ be said that there is any other one 
politician, no matter what his prominence, who has 
thus far given practical evidences of his ability to 


handle the 2 in so independent a manner and 
without regard tothe wishes or influences of the 
Political bosses.” 

President Cleveland lost no time after his-inaugu- 
ration in having it understood by Senators and 
Representatives thatin all local appointments he 
would rely entirely upon their recommendations. 
Subsequently he adhered steadfastly to that prin- 
ciple of his policy aud in every instance named 
only men selected by the States representatives. 
Some confiding, but unfortunate, applicants have 
been beard to remark: “Ok, well.

clairvoyance, spirit-rapping, card-shoffling, star-

Whether it is owing to the proverbial 
evil fortune of the number thirteen, or from other 
and less easily specified causes, ia not certain, but 
the fact remains that of these thirteen miracu- 
lously-dewered and spirit-possessed persons, not 
ome has acquired notoriety by any extraordinary 
evidence cf prophetic power.

Fixing two dark 
piercing eyes upon your face, she draws 
forward a glass cup, set in horn, upon 
tiie table and orders you to put the pelm of your 
left hand upon it. Covering your hand with hers, sue 
nelds it taere til she is tired, and removing the cup 
gazes earnestly into its mystic depths, and from 
tuenes telis ali that is io befall you, the sorrows you 
must endure, the marriages you wili make, the 
deaths you must experience (and there are some- 
times more*thao one as there are ofteu more than 
two marriages), and the children that will bless your 
howe. Or, if you are married, she toretells your 
uusband’s or wife's waole carevur, your fatiures and 
successes in business, your children, their suffer- 
ings, death, misfuriunes and successes. when 
she is through sue tries to inveigie you into buying 
a charm to wear in your left stockiug, guaranteed 
as long as you wear it to bring you ali the 
joy and bliss you want, the love of those 
whose love you desire, and other deliguts. 
The charms consist of little globules, black or 
white, of various sizes aud shapes. Sometimes taey 
are screwed up in silver paper, sometimes they are 
sewn into littie cushions of satin with rosetiws ou 
the top. They are imported, says the Madame, 
from Paris, and their price varies from fifty cents 
up to 850. The fifty cent charms are tue bare 
puis. For a dollar you get the same screwed up 
in silver paper. For $50 you get the same thing 
sewed into a satin cushion about two iuches square, 
with a fringed rosette over the top. ‘This arrange- 
ment gives Mme. Anna just $49 50 when the globule 
is paid for, out of waich sie purcnases two inches 
of sath avd a rosette, and places the change 
mm her pocket. The cup on which she tei 
the fortunes was, so she states—and of course we 
couid not be so rude as to disbelleve her—.ue iden- 
tical cup on whicau Marie Auteibette received the 
prophesy of her death. Mme. Auna paid to the Frenen 
Museum the sum of $1,600 tor the privilege of using 
it during her ijifetime. At ner deatu it reveris to 
tue museum. Nor are these the oniy protits that 
this lady seoufestrom the knowledge of occult 
seienes. She 18 lessons on fortune telling not 
ou the cup, for, as she remarks, no one else can 
have it—out by cards anu other metuods, and 
charges the modest sum of 5100 for twelve lessons. 
MME. SHARTZ, MRS. LANGTON AND Ans. ROSINE SABINE 
tell fortunes by cards. Tuere is nothing special in 
any of their methods, and the stories they read to 
the reporter were all alike Mme. Sabine, however, 
has avother specialty. ‘hose who like io consult 
her at night may have their fortunes read from the 
stars. She pursues tie usual astro oil 
system With au equally Unsatisfactory result, her 
prognostications being apt to run a little askew, 

MRS. LAURA DZ KNIVEIT 

is a Character; she uses neither cards, stars, slate 
nor any otuer instrument. I possess the gift of 
second sight,” she remarzs. What the spirits 
tell me, 1 tell you. What they do not tell me. you 
can never know. I am whatis calied a natural 
clairvoyant,’ she observed, and when tie repre- 
sentative inquired whether tue spirits commun!

His Widow in Palerma Asserts that 
the English Assassinated Him. 


From the Giornale di Sicilia. 


The wife of Olivier Pain is in Palermo, and 
lives by her trade of milliner and dressmaker, 
She has many customers, and is one of the most 
fashionable ies Of her profession. She is 
about 34 years old, and belongs, like her hus- 
band, to well-to-do family. She is thoroughly 

rsuaded that her husbaiid is dead, and t 

e was assassihated by the Eng Mime, 
Pain told our reporter how he went to the Sou- 
dan. He made a contract with the Figaro that 
he would reach El Mahdi and send correspond- 
ence from the rebel camp for a salary of man 
thousands of francs a month. He engaged, 
also, to send letters to many other pers, 
Freneh and foreign. He started from Palermo 
1 letter of introduction to El Mahdi, 
written by the teacher of El Mahdi, who now 

ides in this city. He stopped some days at 
Jairo; where some friends tried in vain to dis- 
suade him from the dangerous enterprise. He 
said to M. Barrere, the h Consul and his 
friends:
